Residue of Estate Is Divided 
Equally, Except That a Daugh- 
ter Gets the Home. 


The will of Mrs. Christiana Winkel- 
meyer, who died Sept. 11, was filed in 
the Probate Court Friday. It disposes 
of an estate said by relatives to be 
Worth about $1,000,000, but Attorney 
Theodore Rassieur of the law firm of 
Rassieur & Schnurmacher, representing 
the Winkelmeyer family, declined to put 
an estimate on the estate’s value before 
an inventory is made. 


Mrs. Winkelmeyer, who was the widow 
of Julius Winkelmeyer, a brewer, be- 
queathed $10,000 to charitable institutions 
nnd divided ths residue of her estate 
equally among her five children—Mrs. 
August W. Straub, Jultus, Christoph, 
_ Adolph and Ida Winkelmeyer. Th 
daughter, Ida, in addition, is given the 
family home, 4373 West Pine boulevard, 
and its contents. 
Son’s Share in Trust. 

There is a provision in the will which 
places the one-fifth interest of the son. 
Adolph, in trust of his two brothers, 
Julius and Christopher, who are ap- 
pointed executors of the entire estate 
without bond. The two brothers are 
empowered to use whatever of the 
income from Adolph’s share they deem 
necessary for his needs and to apply 
the balance on the principal. This 
trusteeship continues until such time 
as the trustees “shall be in good faith 
of the opinion that my said son Adolph 
should manage and control his own es- 
tate,” the will recites. Then they may 
deliver it to bim and end the trust 
arrangement. 

Adolph Winkelmeyer is president of 
the Union Biscuit Co. and lives at the 
West Pine boulevard home. The will 
contains no explanation as to why his 
mother desired his share kept in trust. 

Charitable Bequests. 

The charitable bequests are as follows:

Lawyer Recently Recommended 
for Disbarment by Investi- 
gating Committee. 





NOW UP TO COURT 





Attorney’s Expulsion From Fra- 
ternity Is Approved by 
Grand Lodge. 


The expulsion of Ellroy V. Selleck, a 
lawyer, from the Masonic fraternity was 
approved by the Grand Lodge session 
in St. Louis Friday. 

It was then made known to outsiders 
for the first time that Selleck was ex- 
pelied from Missouri Lodge No. 1 last 


September. He appealed to the Grand 


Lodge. 

The charges, covering 700 ¢ypewritten 
pages, were the same as those on which 
Selleck was recommended for expulsion 


from the Bar Association. They alleged 
unprofessional conduct as a lawyer. 
Appeals Committee Report, 

The Appeals and Grievance Commit- 
cee, headed by Joseph F. McIntyre and 
composed of Masons ¢rom all parts of 
the State, recommended the expulsion 
from the Masonic order. 

Selleck, when asked about the mat- 
ter by a Post-Dispatch reporter, was 
much agitated, and declared that his 
obligations as a Mason prohibited his 
telling anything which might have 
happened in a Masonic lodge meet- 
ing. 

He declared he was being. perse- 
cuted by other lawyers, who, he said, 
were jealous of him, and said no 
charge against him had ever been 
sustained in court. 

Appeal Pending. 

The disbarment of Selleck was recom- 
mended by a special court commission, 
which heard the charges brought against 
him by the Grievance Committee of the 
St. Louls Bar Association. Selleck’s ap- 
peal is still pending in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals and it is belleved a 
decision will be handed down next 
month. Meanwhile, he is permitted to 
practice. 

The commisison found Seleck guilty 
on two of five charges made against 
him. It found that he conspired with 
Bertha Jenkel and Charles W. Kotzau- 
rek to execute false promissory notes anda 
bills of sale for the! purpose of deceiving 
creditors. 

It also found him guillty of retaining 
two notes aggregating $7250 from the es- 
tate of John Link and refusing to sur- 
render them when Mrs. Link, the exec- 
utrix, discharged him as her attorney.

WASHINGTON, Ind., Sept. 27.—Sher- 
man Alonzo. Booker, 19, son of a well-to- 
do farmer, was found this morning in a 
tree near his home, where he had killed 
himself by drinking carbolic acid.

At the time when Hufnagel was mur- 
dered, Mrs.. Hufnagel was believed. to 
be recovering from an attack of blood 
poisoning. Doctors who had been treat- 
ing her for several weeks had said that 
she was out of danger and would - be 
able to attend to her household duties 
in a few days. 

The shock of her husband’s_ tragic 
death brought on a nervous attack, 
from which she never rallied. She was 
taken to the Rebekah Hospital 10 days 
ago. Though there was no recurrence 
of the blood poison symptoms, she sank 
rapidly. Dr. W. C. Gaylor, who attend- 
ed her, said the symptoms of over- 
whelming grief were most marked. 

Hufnagel’s brother, Caspar, and Mrs. 
Hufnagel’s sister, Mrs. Leo F. X. Jen- 
neman of 4352A De Soto avenue, said 
Friday afternoon that Mrs. Hufnagel 
called for her husband continually and 
said she wanted to join him in death. 

The police Friday were investigating 
a statement made to them by James N 
Moore of 1319 South Thirteenth street, 
a@ motorman on the Fourth street line. 
Moore says that on the morning of Sept. 
ll, a@ few hours after the Hufnage! 
shooting he saw four men get out of a 
black touring car in front of Charles 
Koenig’s saloon at St. Ange and Chou- 
teau avenues. The car was dusty, he 
says, and answered the description of 
the one used by Hufnagle’s slayers. 


Car in Front of Saloon. 
He was on his car and going east at 


5.35 a. m., he says, when he saw the 
automobile pull up in front of the ga- 
toon. The four men who'stepped from 
the machine were all above the medium 
height and three wore dark clothing. 
The fourth wore a dark coat and light 
striped trousers. The chauffeur laid a 
dark brown coat on the front seat of 
the machine when he stepped from it. 

When Moore returned on his west- 
bound trip at 6:05 a. m., the car was still 
in front of the saloon. He noted its 
license number, which he gave to the 
police. 

The records show that this license 
was issued to a-man who lived in Kan- 
sas City at the time the license was 
issued. The police have sent telegrams 
to Kansas City in an effort to find 
the man who took out the license.

She protested she wasn’t 
shamming until Detective Collet re- 
marked: 

“The jig’s up, Jennie; you'd just as 
well make yourself comfortable, for we 
know all about you.” 

She laughed then and removed the 
boot.

Mrs. Haney in her petition also threw 
additional light on her husband’s con- 
nection with the recent confrontation of 
Broker Amedee B. Cole by Marion G. 
Burt, a motorman, when Burt found 
Cole dining with Mrs. Burt at Meurer’s 
cafe at Third street and Washington 
avenue, 

Mrs. Haney alleges that recently 
her husband told her he was going 
to Kansas City, packed his grip and 
left their home, remaining away 10 
days. He did not leave the city, she 
avers, but spent the time at the Park 
Hotel, at a place at Nineteenth and 
Chestnut streets and elsewhere, with 
Marion G. Burt who, In the language 
of the petition, “attracted consider- 
able notoriety by an attack on Ame- 
dee B. Cole. 

Says He Tried to Flirt. 

Haney, his wife alleges, followed 
Mrs. Burt around town and tried to 
flirt with her. His excuse for this, 
she says, was that he was a detective, 
although in fact he is not. 

On account of her husband's alleged 
connection with the Cole case, she says, 
she has been annoyed by detectives 
watching her home and place of business 
and questioning her, particularly during 
her husband’s alleged stay in Kansas 
City.

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BIG THURSDAY AT 
THE NEW FAIR A 
RECORD BREAKER 


Crowds Far Exceed Expectations 
and Weather Is Ideal for Big 
Exhibition. 


PERMANENCY HOPED FOR 
Officials Say Greatest Stock 


Show Middle West Ever Saw 
Will Be Outcome. 





Big Thursday at the New St. Louis 
Fair.was rechristened before it was over 
as Biggest Thursday. Officials of the 
new organization, who were also identi- 
fied with the old St. Louis fair, were 
agreed that there had never been a big 
Thursday like it. 

The attendance far exceeded the 
expectations of the most sanguine 
officials. The officials had wished 
for good Thursday weather.and a 
crowd and they had both. Even.dur- 
ing the forenoon it was warmer and 
more pleasant on the hilltop at the 
fair than it was downtown. During 
the afternoon the weather was al- 
most uncomfortably warm, but by 
evening, when the people were home- 
ward bound, cool breezes kept down 
impatience and made the throngs 
cheerful. 

The officiai count of the Thursday 
admissions had not fairly begun at noon 
Friday and it was unlikely that it would 
be completed before Saturday, so esti- 
mates only were available. 

Stands Are Packed. 

During the races the grand and 
free stands were packed and there 
was a dense crowd stretched for half 
a mile along the quarter-stretch and 
back stretch, occupying every point 
of vantage. Another great crowd 
lined the inner rail and the hil) inside 
the quarter-stretch was black with 
people. At ‘he same time there were 
thousands looking at the exhibits and 
the midway was jammed and other 
thousands were arriving as fast as 
the cars could bring them, 

In spite of the immense throng, no 
serious accident occurred and there was 


few pickpockets, the police had nothing 
to do except to handle the crowd. 

Whatsver uncertainty may have ex- 
isted before as to the permanency of 
the fair was swept away by the attend- 
ance. The officials all declared with 
enthusiasm that a greater fair and live- 
stock show than the Middle West had 
ever seen would be built on the founda- 
tion of public appreciation and encour- 
agement indicated by the Thursday at- 
tendance. ; 

Spectacular Cup Race. 

The feature of the five-hour track 
program Thursday afternoon was the 
$3000 St. Louis cup race and a spec- 
tacular race between Tony Jannus in 
an aeroplane and D. W. Iseminger in 
an automobile. 

In the cup race the Mexican horse, 
Tecoac, ridden by Skirvin, took the 
rail at the start and held the lead un- 
tile more than a mile and a half had 
been covered, but after that the grind 
told on him and he dropped back and 
was passed by three others, Azo, 
Nadzu and Stickpin. 

Nadzu led down the stretch, but 
Azo, ridden by Cross, came strong at 
the finish and, under whip and spur, 
beat his stable companion by half a 
length, Stickpin finished two 
lengths behind Nadzu. 

Jannus and Iseminger raced three 
miles at dusk. The aeroplane fol- 
lowed the track as closely as did the 
automobile and it was nip and tuck 
for two miles, but on the third round 
Jannus drew away from Iseminger 
and won. , 

The greatest interest in the exhibition 
events was manifested in the saddle 
horse contest, in which the best Mis- 
sour! and Kentucky steppers were en- 
tered. Kentucky’s Choice, owned by 
Mrs. R. T. Lowndes of Danville, Ky., 
and ridden by Nat Cohen, was the fa- 
vorite with the crowd, which also gave 
its approval to Sadie Macy, owned by 
Ball Brothers, Versailles, Ky. 

Half Hour for Decision. 

The judges were half an hour in com- 

ing to their decision. The blue ribbon 
was given to Kentucky’s Choice, the 
red to Sadie Macy and the yellow to 
Kymoken, owned by Miss Lulu Long of 
Kansas City. 
. Secretary Thomas W. Garland an- 
nounced Friday that the success of Big 
Thursday had brought forward many in- 
dividual applications for stock, but that 
it had been decided that all the remain- 
ing stock in the treasury would be pro- 
rated among the business organizations 
on both sides of the river that are tak- 
ing up the Booster movement, to be dis- 
tributed in small holdings to their mem- 
bers.

TEXTILE WORKERS 
STRIKE IN PROTEST 
FOR LEADERS HELD 


By Asociated Press. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Sept. 27.—As @ 
protest against the imprisonment of 
Joseph Ettor and Arturo Giovannittl, 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
organizers, 4300 textile operators 
struck here today. The Ayer. Wash- 
ington and Wood mills of the Ameri- 
can Woolen Co. were the first plants 
to be affected by the walkout. 

The Ayer mill, employing about 4000 
operatives, was shut down. Practically 
all departments of the Wood mill, where 
4600 operatives work, also closed. 

Within two hours after the machinery 
was started for the day, the strike had 
spread to other points. Several hundred 
employes of the Pacific cotton mills 
walked out and groups of operatives 
left other factories.

Several strikers who were urging oth- 
ers to quite work at the Wocd and 
Ayer mills were arrested, charged with 
disturbing the peace, and a man who 
was addressing a crowd near the Wash- 
ington mill also was taken into custody. 

More than 100 policemen were on duty 
in the district. Hundreds of idle hands 
assembled, but were dispersed without 
disorder. ’ 


General Strike Urged. 


A general strike of the Industrial 
Workers of the World has been advo- 
cated by William D. Haywood and other 
leaders of the organization as a protest 
against the imprisonment of Ettor and 
Giovannitti, whose trial on a charge 
of being accessories to murder is to 
begin at Salem next Monday. Ettor and 
Giovannitti, in a letter given out a few 
days ago, advised against such a strike. 

Ettor and Giovannitti are charged by 
the Commonwealth with being accesso- 
ries before the fact to the death of Anna 
Lopizzo, who was killed during a strike 
here last January.

Electric Line Announces 42-Cent- 
a-Ton Rate, 10 Cents: Below 
Terminal Charge. 


TO BE SOLD AT $2 A TON 


If. -Hall Street Franchise’ Is 


Granted, Delivery Will Be 
Made as by Others. 


Within 30 days the McKinley electric 
system will enter the St. Louis field 
as an active coal-carrying railroad, with 
a rate of 42 cents a ton from the Iilli- 
nois fields to St. Louis. 

In announcing the new rate, just filed 
with th- Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, the officials of the McKinley sys- 
tem deciared it marked the complete 
abolition of the bridge arbitrary, as the 
new rate was on a mileage basis. 

An operating company has purchased 


a coal mine at Worden, Ill., © miles 
from St. Louis, and the railway com- 
pany has placed an order for 180 ad- 
ditional coal cars, of 80,000 pounds Cca- 
pacity. 

16 Cents Below Other Rates. 


Kinley system is 10 cents below the 
rate charged by other coal-carrying 
railroads into St. Louis, and 10 cents 
in excess of the rate charged by the 
same railroads on coal shipments to 
East St. Louis, Granite City, Madison 
and Venice. 

For the present, the McKinley Sys- 
tem will deliver the coal at its yards 
fat the east end of its bridge. If the 
company gets a franchise to connect 
with the Terminal Railroad tracks at 
Hall street, the officials declare coal 
will be delivered throughout St. Louls 
at the new rate. 

The Terminal’s rate of 52 cents a 
ton includeg deliverv to any industry 
on any railroad or switch in S€ Louis. 
The McKinley System expects to 
make the same kind of delivery if 
the Municipal Assembly passer the 
franchise now pending, according to 
its officials. 

A coal company has arranged to 
take the output of the Worden mine 
for delivery in St. Louis at $2: a ton, 
which is 25 cents a ton below the 
price now asked by coal companies 
getting their supply from railroads in 
the Terminal Association. 

Coal Chutes at East Approach. 

For the convenience of coal dealers, 
the McKinley system has put in two 
chutes on the east end of its approach, 
connected with pockets holding 150 tons 
each. Coal wagons are driven under 
these pockets and the coal automatically 
is dumped into them. 

The coal will be hauled into St. Louis 
with electric engines. The company re- 
cently has purchased several electric 
lccomotives of 800 horsepower each. 
With electric locomotives the McKinley 
system will be able to haul the entire 
output of the mines to St. Louis with- 
out delay. 

The traffic officials of the McKinley 
system filed the rate with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as soon as all 
arrangements for hauling coal to St. 
Louis were completed. Under the law 
new rates cannot go into effect until 
30 days after they have been filed with 
the commission.

Judson Stanton asserts that a woman, 
whom he names, said by him to be 
prominent in New York society, and 
now married, was his father’s friend for 
18 years and caused the separation be- 
tween the General and Mrs. Sickles. .He 
also made pubHe a letter the General 
is said to have written the woman. | 

Today's outbreak followed the issu- 
ance of a formal letter yesterday by 
Gen. Sickles, in which he said his wife 
did not pawn her jewelry recently to 
satisfy an $8000 judgment against him, 
but in reality pawned jewelry belonging 
to him, part being jewelry once owned 
by his mother, part by his daughter, 
now dead, and the remainder his gifts 
to his wife. All of these, he said, she 
appropriated when they separated in| 
Paris 30 years ago. The General also 
said his wife took $20,000 of silver plate . 
to her old home in Madrid at the time 
of the separation and still held it. 

Mrs, Sickles Excited, 

When this statement was shown to 
Mrs. Sickles, she became excited, and 
said she held a mortgage on the Gen-— 
eral’s home and that she would fore-' 
close it. Afterward she declared she 
would take no legal action against him. | 
“T shall do everything I can to aid him. 
i came to this country three years ago, 
having heard that he was making a fool 
of himself and that his financial affairs 
were sadly tangled.’ 

Mrs. Sickles, a typleal Spanish woman) 
of middle age, was asked If she would 
pay the note for $4000 upon which the 
General is being sued. 

“T shall take up that matter when 
I come to it,’’ she said. “The General 
has said that I have plate and things 
belonging to him. »That is so. When 
a man and his wife live together they 
buy things togethe:, and who shall say 
te whom they belong. He keeps some 
of them and she keeps others. 

‘Let him talk of that poor boy Mi- 
guel as he wishes. Miguel was a son 
of a friend of mine whose husband died 
before he was born. He lived with us 
until he was able to earn a lIving 
for himself. He is now dead. I have 
had only two children, my son Stanton 
and my daughter, Mrs, Crackenthorpe.”’ | 
The General had said the boy was her 
son. 

She satdé she did not think her daugh- 
ter, “who is suing him for an account- 
ing for the money left for her in trust 
by her grandfather,” will continue her 
suit. 

Son Stanton then gave out the letter 
he said had been written by the General 
to the woman he named, then in Paris, 
from the Hotel Arlingtén in Washing- 
ton, May 21, 1897.: 

“Darling: I am still here, as you see.

NO FEDERAL CZAR OVER THE PRESS. 

A weapon of despotism is the press-muzzling 
law which was lately slipped through Congress 
as a rider to the Postoffice bill. We are op- 
posed to the law, not because it requires a pub- 
lic record to be made of facts relating to news- 
paper ownership, indebtedness, circulation and 
advertising, to which information the public is 
virtually makes the 
Postmaster-General a censor of the press. The 
power is given to the postal department to ex- 
clude newspapers from the mails upon conditions 
named. 

The danger of conferring what amounts to 
inquisitorial power upon Federal bureaucrats is 
plain. Their control of the press means control 
by the President, and this might mean the press 
at the mercy of a despot. In no event should 
the freedom of the press be subject to a cen- 
tralized power. 

Newspapers are public agencies and their in- 
calculable public service should not be jeopard- 
ized by a Federal censorship easily susceptible 
pf grave abuses by unscrupulous and grasping 
hands. 

It is right that the ownership of newspapers be 
made a matter of public record, that their debts 
be made public, their circulation and their ad- 
vertising be shown. But this information can 
be justly and rightfully demanded by each State, 
and the Post-Dispatch would heartily favor a 
State law which provided for the full measure of 
newspaper publicity at which the new Federal 
statute alms. We would favor such a law in 
every State in the union, believing this would 
be a just and wholesome exercise of State power 
in the people’s behalf.

STATE ISSUES. 

In his Odeon speech Attorney-General Major 
said: 

The revenue laws should be so revised and 
amended as to secure the assessment of mil- 
lions of dollars of personal property now ¢s- 
caping taxation and also to the end that all 
property be made to bear its just proportion 
of taxes, and no more. 

The Post-Dispatch welcomes this utterance 4&5 
a sign of repentance for the past and of good 
intention for the future. The Attorney-General’s 
attitude toward tax reform would be more assur 
ing if he had not defended the action of the Board 
of Equalization in failing to place all taxable prop- 
erty on an equitable basis by saying the board 
was helpless. He himself opposed resolutions 
to compel the fair valuation of property. 

But Mr. Major’s declaration that the revenue 
laws should be revised “to the end that al] prop- 
erty be made to bear its just proportion of taxes: 
and no more” is an advance over his primary 
plea for support on the ground of favor to tax- 
payers in the country districts. 

The plea of helplessness in behalf of the State 
Board of Equalization is a strong argument for 
the creation of the Tax Commission provided 
for in Constitutional Amendment No. 7. This 
amendment does not commit the State to any 
particular form of taxation, but embodies a long 
step towards a better system which would elim- 
inate the grave faults and injustices of the 
present system. 

On the question of home rule Mr. Major gives 
an explicit pledge to support a thorough-going 
measure. St. Louisans could not ask a more 
comprehensive and unqualified promise of self- 
government. 

If Mr. Major had more clearly defined his 
views of progressive reform measures, such as 
the control of public: utilities, the reform of 
judicial] procedure, the improvement of election 
and primary laws and other legislation looking 
to more complete control of parties and govern- 
ment by the people, and better protection for 
them against the aggressions of corporate in- 
terests, his speech would have been more satis- 
factory.

Set the pot in a ja 
niere, or bowl of some sort, partly 
filled with water in such a way that 
the bottom of the pot does not touch 
the bow] and the sponge is immersed 
in the water.

HE wholly disproportionate in- 
fluence of an Vll-fitting collar or

The Rev. Babblington Brooke was re- 
placed in his comfortable pulpit by a 
younger and more attractive clergyman, 
and Mr. Torrent B. Rivers, through an 
overturn in politics, lost his position “in 
the Custom House and was again 
thrown upon a cold world.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Johnny Kil- 
bane, back in Cleveland, sore and dis- 
giuntied over his failure to make a hit 
in New York, says that New York box- 
ing contests are ‘“‘merely parlor affairs,” 
and not at all to his liking. Johnny 
edds that never, never again will he 
visit New York and allow the unappre- 
clative New Yorkers to gaze with esc- 
static joy upon his marvelous fistic 
feats—or words to that effect. Here- 
after he will ignore us entirely and let 
us struggle along as best we can with- 
out his inspiring exampls. He’ll drop 
us cold, and then we'll see how we like 
it. Yes, New York can go to the bow- 
wows and Johnny won't lift a hand (or 
sling a mitt) to save us. Perhaps when 
we see how impossible it is to exist 
without the cheering influence of his 
side step and how duli and gray ‘and 
prosaic life is without even a glimpse 
at his artistic ducking, we may feel 
gorry that we ever treated him so light- 
ly. Then, if we apologize, Johnny may 
relent and unbend from his tron deter- 
mination to show us where we belong, 
ind since again condescend to come here 
—for a proper money consideration. 

I note, however, that several of our 
most prominent boxing promot?2rs, nota- 
bly the McMahons and Billy Gibson 
(who were “stung” In the various Kil- 
bane bouts) aren’t circulating any peti- 
tions begging Johnny to come back 
again. 

Declines to Re Gold-Bricked. 

New York may be criticised in a few ways. 
but there’s one thing about this town worthv 
of commendatory mention You can’t sel' 
the same gold brick to New York mofe than 
three times. Kilbane bricked us in his 
bouts with Frankie Burns and Johnny Dun- 
dee and O'Keefe. The first time we smiled 
indulgently and ascribed Johnny's lacka 
daisica] effort to the fact that he had onlv 
recently won the world’s championship from 
Attell and that he had a natural inclinaj 
tion to take it a little easy upon a 
back to the ring. 

The second time, with Dundee, our smile 
was less expansive, but we made faint ex- 
cuse for Kilbane by saying that he could 
have done much better if he had felt like 
it. Later we hearii from Johnny’s manager 
that Johnny had been “off his oats’’ in the 
Dundee affair, and that he’d “show us" 
when he met O’ Keefe.

Kilbane abhors 
a risk as greatly as Nature abhors a vacuum. 
He moved swiftly and broke all records for 
fumping backward. But, on the whole, can- 
dor compels us to admit that he wasn’t a 
success. He wasn’t a real champion in ac- 
tion, by any means. And it wasn't because 
he failed to try. He simply couldn’t deliver 
the goods. 

That was the third time. and, as I said 
before, New York seldom purchases the same 
zold brick more than three times in suc- 


cession. 
Afraid of Being Beaten. 


A curious thing about Kilbane is that 
many people insist that he had ability as a 
boxer before he became champion, Perhaps 
the real trouble is that he had lain awake 
o’ nights, wondering how much. money it 
would cost him if he ever lost that title. 
Perhaps fear of losing his title has mad’ 
him timid. I’ve seen champions like that. be. 
fore. But I’ve seen a lot of the other kind, 
too, and they were the genuine hall-markei, 
dyed-in-the-wool champions, 

There never was a day when Kid Lavigne, 
Frank Erne, Joe Gans or Battling Nelson 
feared to fight and defend the honors. And 
among the featherweights little George Dix- 
on and Terry McGovern and Abe Attell en- 
joyed meeting the best men that could be 
brought against them. 

So did Young Corbett, who was as good 


as the nian who t McGovern, even if he 
wasn't a fe t champion afterward. 
Corbett we so absolutely self-confident that 


he’d Mave fought a buzz saw if his manager 
made\the match for him. 

The ‘glaring example, on the other side, 
is Jack Johnson, who is so afraid of losing 
his title that he refuses offers of $30,000 to 
fight Jeanette or Langford, and is willing 
only to meet little fellows or second-raters, 
Since Reno, Johnsen has deftly sidestepped 
all offers but that to meet Flymn, an easy 
mark for him at any time. Jim Corbett side- 
stepped risking his title until he was practi- 
cally forced by the criticism in the news- 
papers to meet Fitzsimmuns. Yet both Cor- 
bett and Johnson did great work in the 
ring against the best men of the time until 
after winning the coveted world’s champion- 
ship. And after losing his title to Fitz- 
simmons, Corbett took desperate chances with 
Jeffries and Sharkey, hoping to win his way 
back to the top again. 

The moral seems to be that even a man 
who is not naturally aggressive will fight all 
the time. Your true champion is the man 
who believes in himself, whether it Is through 
knowledge of his own ability or plain con- 
ceit, and who acts as if he thought there 
wasn’t a man in the world able to best him. 
That's the kind of a champion who gets and 
holds popularity. The best example, per- 
haps, was Stanley Ketchel, who, knocked 
out by Papke, went right back into a return 
match just as sure as ever that he couldn’t 
be beaten. Nothing could ever convince 
Ketchel that Papke’s. victory was anything 
but a fluke, a pure accident. He never let 
the thought of his one middleweight defeat 
hold him back and make him sidestep and 
fiddle about in other engagements. He was 
a true champion. 


Ebbets Has Rew Plan 
to Bolster Weak Teams 


in Drafting Process 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A new method 
of drafting baseball players for class AA 
leagues will be recommended to the Na- 
tional Commission at its next meeting by 
President C. H. Ebbets of the Brooklyn 
club. He declares the present “grabbag”’ 
plan is wrong, being unfair alike to the 
weak major league clubs which need new 
material and to the good minor league 
players, who fail to graduate into fast 
company. Ebbets’ plan is as follows: 

“Let the American League, for in- 
stance, take the odd numbers 1, 3, 5, etc., 
for each club, while the National League 
clubs are numbers 2, 4, 6, etc. Assign 
these numbers in accordince with the 
order in which the teams finish. Give 
Nos. 15 and 16, the tail-end clubs first 
chance at.all players subject to draft, 

“In that way each team will have an 
excellent chance to secure desirable talent 
and will not be compelled to take players 
that really are not needed.”

fhant winnings and by the rescue this year of 


a club that everyone had tabbed for a big 
drop, was neither an act of necessity nor of 
good taste. Chance, too, was just recovering 
from a dangerous operation. 

However, the viciousness or thoughtlessness 
of the attack is In line with the general bug- 
house proclivities of Mr. Murphy. For 
several years the heads of baseball have 
been trying to devise an effectual silencer 
for this pest of the game. But even despite 
the gag rule Murphy now and then breaks 
loose with some such folly as his diatribe 
against his own club. 

In witness of this statement there is his 
foolish attack on Roger Bresnahan, charging 
him with laying down to McGraw. Bresna- 
hat has always bitterly fought his old boss 
and proved his sincerity this year by beating 
the Giants three out of four games at a 
time when the Giants appeared to be ‘‘on 
the run.’’ No words Murphy could have 
wttered could have been more ill-advised 
than those cohdemning Roger Bresnahan, 
who had been doing just the reverse of what 
Murphy accused him. 

It is well for the short end chunky one 
that baseball conservatism hampers the ac- 
tions of its chief factors.

ATTACK STRENGTHENED 





But Not to the Extent of Per- 
mitting Big Teams to Over- 
whelm Rivals.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—On last 
Wednesday Yale, Cornell and Carlisle 
opened the 1912 football season by play- 
ing the first of their preliminary games. 
Taking the Yale-Wesleyan game as a 
criterion, the extra down given to the 
offensive proved that the Rulés Com- 
mittee had not gone too far in strength- 

ening the offense. 

It was feared by some coaches that 
the big~college teams would be able to 
rush the ball at will against the smaller 
elevens, but the result of the Yale-Wes- 
leyan game has shown that such is not 
the case. Tho rule allowing the forward 
pass to be thrown any distance gives a 
lighter team a better opportunity on 
the offensive than ever before. 

Field Goal Still Important. 

The change in the score of a touch- 
down and a goal to seven points has 
not abolished the use of field goals. in 
the Yale-Wesleyan game, both teams 
scored by a drop kick, and Cepi. Butler 
of Cornell won his own game by a goal 
from placement. Carlisle, as usual, ran 
up a big score in its opening game. 
Therefore no deductions can be made 
as regards the rules, but a decided con- 
clusion can be reached as regards the 
Indian material, which is of the best 
quality. Capt. Thorpe, the greatest all- 
round athlete in the world, did not play, 
neither did Powell, another veteran, but 
Welsh, the quarterback, ran his team 
in splendid shape, and gives promise of 
adding his name to the list of great 
Indian quarterbacks. 

The Carlisle team has two new games 
on its schedule this year, one with West 
Point on Nov. 9, and another with Cor- 
nell. The team will be worth \-atching, 
end with Warner as coach, will make 
the most out of the new role. 

Big Teams Own Weak Lines. 

The provisional varsity elevens as con- 
stituted at Harvard, Yale and Princeton 
show a decided strength in the back #féld 
and an equally marked weakness in the 
line. 

Harvard has a pair of remarkable backs 
in Wendell and Brickley, probably the best 
combination that has played at Cambridge 
for a great many years. Yale has three 
veterans in Spalding, Philbin and Camp, all 
of them fast, heavy men and likely to de- 
velop Into @ great back field. And Prince- 
ton starts the season with Pendleton, Baxer 
and De Witt, the same back field that played 
on the team that beat Harvard and Yale las 
year. All three colleges are particularly 
well provided for in the back field. 

In fact, this season is apt to be known 
as a season of great backs, for there is 
Capt. Thorpe of Carlisle, Capt. Mercer of 
Pennsylvania, Capt. Wendell of 
Capt. Pendleton of Princeton and Capt. 
Spalding of Yale, without considering your 
Brickleys, Minds, Bakers or Philbin.
